Jeading attractions, none that are acquainted 
with the taste of an English audience, will 
deny, that coarseness and vulgarity, without 
the piquancy of wit, have been the eharac- 
teristics of their recently produced plays and 


faregs. 

It is well Known that the people of this 
country are as well acquainted with the best 
productions of dramatic authors as are those 
of Great Gritain, and the proportion of those 
who are familiar with Shakespeare and the 
later authors, are very much greater in Ame- 
rica than in Europe ; hence the foundation of 
a good taste for the drama must be broader 
here than in Englancd—that we have nut pro- 
duced dramatic writers equal to those of the 
parent country, is no argument ajainst our 
ability to judge of dramatic productions,— 
Men of talents and education have had the 
road to fume and wealth open to more direct 
and less precarions effurte than the labours of 
light literature—yet the sterling drama, the 
veal old siock play finds more favour here 
than “at home’’—-and trash, false wat, gew- 
gavs and trappings, ask the fostering care of 
a British audience. Ifthe “sterling old dra 
ma” has at this Gme any abiding place, it is
